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SOYBEAN  INSPSCTIONS  Show  DECREASE  IN  APRIIj  "'""^^  '  '^F  4SRICULTU«: 

Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  dropped  sharply  in  Aprxx,  j~  ^  total  of 
3,709  cars  compared  with  5,066  cars  in  llarch.    Inspected  receipts  for  the  period 
from  October  to  April  this  season  were  73,805  cars  compared  with  56,934  cars  for 
for  the  same  period  last  season. 

The  quality  of  soybeans  inspected  in  April  v/as  slightly  lovrer  than  the  pre- 
ceding month,  90  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  vdth  92  percent  in 
March.    Ten  percent  fell  in  the  lovrer  grades  in  April  compared  vrith  8  percent  in 
March  and  13  percent  in  February.    Eighty-seven  percent  graded  No.  2  or  better 
from  Octobpr  through  April  this  season  compared  ?/ith  32  percent  for  the  corres- 
ponding months  last  year. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  April  include  truck  receipts  equivalent  to  about 
24  cars.
